He said th e ch ild, Linda Web­ 
er, h as th e p rosp ect of a normal 
life exp ectancy as far as h eart 
trouble is concerned.

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The Acheson Issue 
rpHE position of a cabinet officer in the 
United States is subject to change with­ 
out notice. The safest bet in politics at the 
presidential level right now is that Dean 
Acheson, secretary of state in the Truman 
cabinet, is going to discover in the near fu­ 
ture the time has come for his retirement 
from that position. 
The odds on this probability shortened 
when Secretary Acheson’s disagreements with 
Louis Johnson as secretary of defense caused 
Mr. Johnson to step aside for Gen. Marshall. 
At that instant. Mr. Acheson himself moved 
into the line of fire. He became the focus of 
the criticism which formerly had been di­ 
vided between him and Mr. Johnson. 
There is a close parallel between what 
happens to a cabinet officer in this kind of a 
situation 
and 
what 
happes 
to 
football 
coaches and managers of baseball clubs. 
When criticism builds up to a level which 
impairs their ability to perform their jobs, 
the decision about their future turns on their 
usefulness. 
Mr. Acheson as secretary of state is a 
servant of Congress, which shares responsi­ 
bility with the chief executive for foreign 
policy. 
If he no longer can command con­ 
fidence in Congress, his day s are numbered. 
A succession of events have hurt that con­ 
fidence1. They may or not have been the fault 
of Mr. Acheson; some of them were the bit­ 
ter fruit of the incredible blunders made 
while Franklin D. Roosevelt was making all 
decisions on foreign policy. 
But the State 
Department cannot function without congres­ 
sional confidence.

HIO S Senator Taft, back on the job in 
Washington, is being re-appraised by the 
jrrccpendent? who keep track of trends in 
olitics. 
They are deeply interested in his presi- 
pntial possibilities now that he has proved 
hat can be done at the polls with his kind 
f a campaign.

Russia Should Pay For Reconstruction 


WASHINGTON 
TT'OREAN reconstruction aid is 
running into a nice foul-up 
in the United Nations. It is being 
discovered—apparently for 
the 
first time—that this job is going 
to cost a little money. And the 
glorious allies are shunning the 
bill like the plague. 
What should happen here, is 
that the bill for all Korean relief 
and 
rehabilitation 
should 
be 
handed to Soviet Russia. They 
started this thing. Let them foot 
the bill, and let the United Na­ 
tions assess the damages. They 
could never collect. But it would 
be a good counter-propaganda 
trick to have Ambassador Warren 
Austin get up someday at a UN 
meeting and present a detailed 
statement to Vishinsky & Malik. 
Since diplomats are diplomats, 
however, this will never be done. 
Instead, the world now has the 
spectacle of the Russian repre­ 
sentatives sitting in on committee 
and Economic and Social Council 
meetings w here Korean recovery 
is 
being 
dissussed, dotting i’s, 
crossing t’s and shifting commas 
about in such manner that they 
will later be able to get out of 
pay ing one ragged ruble. 


OFFICIAL chatter 
a r o u nd 
Washington is that the United 
States will be askfcd—or will vol­ 
unteer—to pick up the check for 
about 70 per cent of whatever 
it will cost to put Korea back on 
its feet. It is the job of collecting 
the other 30 per cent that will 
cause the headaches. 
First estimates on what Korean 
reconstruction would cost were 
put together by the Army general 
staff and the Marshall Plan or­ 
ganization in Korea. These fig­ 
ures were taken to Wake Island 
and given to President Truman 
by General MacArthur. 
Estimates were made for some­ 
thing like a five-y ear plan. But the 
cost was found to be so high that 
the total has never been released. 
South Korean government esti­ 
mates have put the total need at 
$2 billion. Whatever the figure, 
constant effort has been made to 
get it down to manageable pro­ 
portions. 
South Korean requirements are 
fairly well known in some cate­ 
gories. The number of destroy ed 
railway and highway bridges, for 


instance, and the cost of replacing 
some bombed out factories. Nearly 
149 ,000 out of 150,00 looms were 
destroy ed, and 3,200 out of 4,500 
spindles. 
Destruction of farm livestock 
can only be guessed at, says Dr. 
Edgar A. J. Johnson, Acting Chief 
of the Marshall Plan mission to 
Korea, who recently returned to 
Washington from Seoul. Another 
major uncertainty is the amount 
of loot taken from warehouses 
by the Communists. And require­ 
ments for North Korea still have 
to be survey ed. 
At Lake Success, in order to 
make the figures look smaller, an 
effort was made to set up a bud­ 
get for a shorter period of time. 
For the first 18 months, it has 
been thought that $350 million 
might get the job started. 
Since the U. S. Army and the 
Marshall Plan will spend at least 
$100 million on Korean rehabili­ 
tation in the next few months, 
this sum was subtracted from 
the 18-month estimate to give a 
balance of $250 million that the 
Uniated Nations might be asked 
to contribute for 
the 
calender 
y ear 19 51 or slightly beyond. 


OPPOSITION 
to 
approving 
even this sum has come from two 
sources. 
First from the smaller countries 
who fear that Korea would be 
given too big an advantage over 
thgm by such modernization. Sec­ 
ond from the bigger countries 
who don’t want to spend any ­ 
thing at all. 
But within a few days or week5?, 
the UN Economic and Social 
Council resolution on Korean re­ 
lief will nfake its way through 
the various political committees 
and finally come up for a vote 
before the full General Assembly. 
How much the resolution will b t 
amended is any body ’s guess. 
Then will come the longer, 
slower process of try ing to col­ 
lect the money to pay for what­ 
ever aid is voted, after making 
long and detailed survey s of 
what’s needed and reporting back 
to UN. It will be another UNRRA 
ty pe operation. 
If the United States contributes 
any more money 
through 
the 
United Nations, Congress 
vill 
have to approve the outlay first.

Cystitus Should Be Treated Early 


T 
'HE most common symptoms of 
inflammation of the urinary 
bladder, which is known medi­ 
cally as cy stitis, are plain, the 
presence of ous 
in the urine, and 
frequent urina­ 
tion. 
Patients 
a f- 
flicted with this 
condition 
often 
have chills and 
fever. They may 
lose weight and 
s u f f e r f r o m 
sleepl e s s n e s s. 
Dr. Jordan 
Examination 
of 
the urine will often show blood 
in addition to the pus. 
Acute cy stitis is the kind which 
begins suddenly . It usually starts 
near the base of the bladder but is 
likely to spread to the other parts 
of the lining membrane. The wall 
of the bladder becomes inflamed 
and is swollen and bright red in 
color. 
Regardless of whether it is 
caused by germs or by chemicals, 
the best treatment for acute cy sti­ 
tis is to try to find the cause and 
treat or remove it.

which there is long-lasting in­ 
flammation of the wall of the 
bladder with perhaps pain at in­ 
tervals and pus either constantly 
or off and on, is another fre­ 
quent problem. Of course, this 
condition can result from acute 
cy stitis also. 
In such cases expert study not 
only of the bladder itself, but of 
the surrounding tissues, including 
the kidney , must be carried out. 
One important study can be made 
by using an instrument with lights 
and mirrors called a cystoscope. 
This can be passed directly into 
the bladder so that the phy sician 
can look at the bladder wall. 
By one means or another it is 
usually possible to identify the 
cause and in many cases to re­ 
move it. As a rule cy stitis or in­ 
flammation of the bladder mu£ t 
be looked upon as a sy mptom of 
something wrong elsewhere ra­ 
ther than as a disease in itself. 
When such sy mptoms as those 
mentioned appear they should 
not be neglected, since they fre­ 
quently mean that some serious 
condition is present which should 
be promptly diagnosed and treat­ 
ed. With modern methods 3nd 
newer treatment, the majority can 
be brought swiftly under control.

ly small amounts of invested cap­ 
ital they had. 
There were some relief pro­ 
visions inserted in the law, but 
there are tens of thousands of 
cases of tax returns for the war 
y ears which have not been set­ 
tled as y et because of the dif­ 
ficulty of administration. Interest 
at six per cent is piling up on 
many of these cases, and the lit­ 
igation is indescribably complex.

SMALL WONDER that the 
Treasury 
Department 
doesn’t 
want any more excess profits 
laws of the ty pe which was ap­ 
plied in World War II. It wants 
a higher tax so as to siphon off 
increased profits, but the method 
of apply ing the tax is open to 
much debate. That is why , if any ­ 
body can come up with a “super 
tax” or an “abnormal profits tax” 
or some other characterization, it 
would please the Treasury pro­ 
vided the revenue needed is ob­ 
tained. 
Congress was in no mood to 
pass the World War II ty pe of 
excess profits tax when it ad­ 
journed a few weeks ago, though 
pressed to do so largely by labor 
organizations which evidently be­ 
lieve that a new tax law' of this 
ty pe would lead to an era of ex­ 
travagance in the granting of 
wag^ increases. President Tru­ 
man has perfunctorily renewed 
his request for the passage of a 
retroactive excess profits tax law, 
but it has virtually no chance of 
passage. This y ear’s operations 
are too far advanc$d to impose 
the tax to get the necessary rev­ 
enue without complicating busi­ 
ness planning. 
It has been said that the chief 
objection to an excess profits tax 
is that it stimulates waste and 
inefficiency . That is true of any 
tax which goes beyond the point 
of proper incentive. When Uncle 
Sam becomes an 80 - 20 partner 
in business and the latter gets 
the smaller end, there is not much 
stimulus 
to 
accumulate 
large 
profits. Actually , expenses rise 
and inflation is given a material 
boost. 


WHAT SEEMS most unjust 
about the manner in which ex­ 
cess profits tax laws have been 
written in the past is that, while 
they are designed to cut into the 
earnings of the larger companies 
which are getting defense orders, 
they hurt compaines which do not 
have such orders. Actually , every 
business has to pay the increased 
tax. Not all businesses prosper in 
wartime. Hence a normal or sub­ 
normal profit is considerably cur­ 
tailed by the law, and this makes 
it more and more difficult for 
companies which have borrowed 
money in normal y ears to pay 
off their debts. Likewise, it makes 
lenders hesitant to grant loans 
because the period in which a 
debt can be paid off is automat­ 
ically increased as annual earn­ 
ings diminish. Also it cuts down 
the opportunity to pay regular 
dividends 
to 
stockholders 
of 
small concerns which do not have 
defense profits. 
If there wrere some way to tax 
the companies which get the de­ 
fense orders, it would be a dif­ 
ferent story . But tax rates have 
to be applied uniformly . Hence 
the new tax law, whatever it is 
called and no matter if it is high, 
will be more widely accepted as 
fair if it makes all businesses 
pay the same rates without the 
fancy bases that usually benefit 
the well-heeled larger companies 
and leave the smaller ones m | 
fina ncia l difficulties.

Korea Situation Uncertain 


KOREA 
A MERICAN officers were in sharp disagree* 
ment over what the future holds for 
United Nations forces in Korea. 
It appeared that one man’s guess was a t 
good as the next. 
One general officer said 
he feared the Chinese Reds 
were mounting an ottm sive 
drive on the former Red 
capital of Py ongy ang which 
would chop up the U. N. 
forces and split them down 
the middle. 
Another officer predict­ 
ed the war would be over 
Ha l Ba rta by Dec j 
A third said that 
if the Reds cannot achieve a decisive diplo­ 
matic victory then the Chinese will continue 
fighting throughout the winter. 
The situation was a puzzle throughout 
the army , with a guessing game going on 
over the outcome. 
Col. Ernest V. Holmes of Defiance, O., 
said he believed the war would be ended 
during the first week in December—and he 
was willing to be quoted. 
“I doubt that we ever will go near the 
Manchurian border,” he said. 
“Some damn 
fool might cross it and cause trouble.”

THEN HE ADDED: 
“I will see you in 
Hawaii on Christmas day .” 
Lt. Col. Jacob Shacter of August, 
Ga ~, 
said dry ly : 
“Let me collapse y our bridge of optim­ 
ism: 
“There is the possibility the Chinese are 
shifting to the center of our line for a drive 
on Py ongy ang and 
a full-scale effort to out­ 
flank the western half of our fro nt” 
He said the Reds may be holding posi­ 
tions on the Chongchon front merely to give 
time for an offensive drive. 
There were 
signs that the Reds were taking defense po­ 
sitions by digging new trenches, lay ing mines 
and setting up roadblocks. 
The enemy are withdrawing in some sec­ 
tors and putting up heavy resistance in others. 
Many military men feel the war has now 
become a diplomatic battle which easily 
could develop into World War III — if the 
Chinese come into North Korea in full force. 


A GENERAL said he believes the Amer­ 
icans on the Chongchon river front could 
drive forward 10 to 15 miles without meet­ 
ing material enemy resistance. 
Then he 
added: 
‘The Reds have nothing to lose and all 
to gain by keeping the Chinese fighting us.” 
He concluded that if the Russians and 
Chinese Reds can achieve a decisive diplo­ 
matic victory , then “we will close the war 
amiably .” 
Shacter said if the U.N. forces continued 
to drive north they would fight their way 
out of the narrow neck of the Korean pen­ 
insula. 
‘Then we would have a front that is 570 
miles long. The present front is about 110 
miles long. 
“We should have five times as many 
troops if we want to have the same impact 
on a 570-mile front as we now have on a 
110-mile front,” Shacter said. 
He pointed out that a short length of the 
North Korean frontier borders on Russian 
territory —Siberia. 
And, he added, the Rus­ 
sians in his opinion would not agree to a free 
nation holding a border touching Russian ter­ 
ritory . 
“To proect the Iron Curtain,” he said, 
“Russia must have a buffer state between her 
and a free nation.”

Harriman Talks 


To AP Editors 


Says Security Rests 
On UN Arms Program 


ATLANTA, Now. 
16—(A P)— 
The answer to world security to­ 
day lies in the rearmament policy 
of the United Nations, says W. 
Avereil Harriman, President Tru­ 
man’s special adviser on foreign 
affairs. 
The UN’s rearmament program j 
must be backed with “persistence! 
and vigor” to 
assure 
peace, he 
asserted. Harriman is here to ad­ 
dress today’s session of the 17th 
annual meeting of the Associated 
Press Managing Editors Associa­ 
tion. 
The free world, Harriman said 
in an interview last night, “is 
vastly potentially stronger than| 
Russia—all that faces us is the job 
of mobilizing that strength.” 
Harriman, former ambassador 
to Russia and Great Britain, add­ 
ed:

minutes after a companion’s gun 
was 
discharged 
accidentally, 
sending pellets through Rade- 
baugh’s back, puncturing a lung. 
Fred Fenneman, 60, of Colum­ 
bus, died of a heart attack while 
hunting on a farm near Colum­ 
bus. 
Along 
w th 
the tragedy 
of 
deaths and the misfortune 
of 
wounds, however, were sidelights 
with less serious twist as an es­ 
timated 800,000 hunters 
either 
made their first trip to the fields, 
or prepared to do so before the 
season ends Dec. 20. 
Norman Faulkner, 31, was bit­ 
ten on the hand by a muskrat 
when he reached into a pile of 
leaves to retrieve a wounded 
pheasant Both the bird and the 
muskrat escaped. 
In Clark county, two hunters 
became the hunted after 
they 
refused to leave private proper- ( 
ty. Sheriffs deputies were call- j 
ed and the hunters fled, with the ( 
deputies firing several shots in 
their direction. One deputy said 
the hunters tried to run 
him ! 
down with their car as they fled. 
Nn the North Lewisburg com­ 
munity (Champaign county), fire­ 
men battled a large pasture fire 
far into the night 
Hunters who 
thronged the area were blamed 
for starting the blaze. 
In Springfield, police nabbed 
W illiam C. A yers, 22. on a charge 
of discharging firearms in 
the 
city limits. 
Police said they ar­ 
rested Ayers as he emerged from 
some weeds with a rabbit. 
No 
statistics were 
available 
immediately on the amount 
of 
game killed by the thousands of 
hunters. 
Generally, 
however, 
hunting seemed to be living up , 
to 
the 
pre-season 
predictions 
that it would be good for pheas­ 
ants and rabbits.

Harvard Prof. Discovers Delicacy

MIAMI BEACH 
S 
OME PEOPLE come to Miami 
Beach for the weather, some 
for the suntan and some for the 
cheesecake. But for 21 years, I 
have been journeying 
to 
this 
southern metropolis to eat. 
I do not come this far south 
to consume any such plebian Ma- 
son-Dixon deli­ 
cacies 
as 
pot 
licker and corn 
pone, 
but 
to 
gorge on stone 
crab, the caviar 
of this continent 
and one of the 
s u p r e m e tri­ 
umphs of nature 
in the field of 
vittles. 
Stone crab is 
to all other shellfish as the Kohi- 
nor is to rhinestones. I first ate 
this native delicacy in my salad 
days at a place named Joe’s in 
M lami Beach. 
My allegiance 
to 
Joe’s 
has 
never weakened and I have just 
staggered out of this gastronomic 
Tiffany of the waterfront, awash 
with stone crab and afire with 
a crusade. 
From henceforth, my life is 
dedicated to uncovering the full 
identity of a Harvard professor 
who first proved to the late Joe 
Weiss, founder of Joe’s, that stone 
crab were fit for human consump­ 
tion. Out of reverent respect for 
the professor, I am even resolved 
never again to sing my favorite 
song, “Don’t Send My Boy to 
Harvard, the Dying Mother Said.” 


THE PROFS last name was 
Howard. He was an ichthyolog­ 
ists, which, as Jesse Weiss (son 
and heir of Joe) points out, is 
a helluva thing to be, but legal. 
Joe, said Jesse, moved down 
from New York in 1913 and op­ 
ened up a sandwich counter. Joe 
sold salami and 
hot 
pastrami 
and occasionally a slab of smoked 
sturgeon until along about 1929, 
when a guy named James A. 
Allison, head of the Allison En­ 
gineering Company and inventor 
of the air-cooled motor (which 
powered so many Allied fighter 
planes during World War II) de­ 
cided to establish an aquarium on 
Miami Beach. 
“So he brought down some long 
hairs from Harvard,** Jesse re­ 
called today, “and they stuck 
needles in fish to see how they 
would react and other scientific 
things. And there was a Prof. 
Howard with this outfit, first 
name lost to posterity as of now. 
“So one day when a whole 
net full of fish is pulled in for 
the 
professor’s 
inspection, he 
sees that the fishermen are toss­ 


ing back into the briny some 
very odd and interesting crust­ 
aceans, which is shellfish on a 
menu. 
“So the professor is nosey and 
says what are these and the fish­ 
ermen says they’re a kinda crab 
not fit for man or beast 


BUT THE PROFESSOR says 
all crabs are good and he will 
cook some and see. 
“And that,” said Jesse, “is the 
way 
stone 
crabs 
were 
dis­ 
covered. Anyway, Jimmy Allison 
and my father were good friends, 
and Mr. Allison persuaded Pa to 
cook a few stone crabs, more or 
less against his will.” 


j 
And before you can say Prof. 
Howard, Joe’s was famous for 
this new, 
delicious, delightful, 
delectable and de-lovely shell­ 
fish, known as stone crab and 
found no place else in the world 
but along Florida keys and in a 
small section of Cuba. 
Around 1920, when Jesse was 
a kid, Biscayne Bay, alongside of 
, Miami Beach, was full of them, 
but after the real estate agents 
started dredging up the bay to 
\ make islands, the crabs 
fled 
south to the keys. 
Jesse can remember when his 
old man used to pay him and his 
school friends 25-cents a bushel 
basket (up to 75 pounds of crab) 
for the delicacy. In those days, 
stone crab sold for 75-cents an 
order and the order, Jesse re­ 
members, was four times as big 
as that for which the tourist now' 
pays $3.25. 


“BUT I PAY fifty to seventy- 
five cents a pound live weight 
for stone crab now7,” Jesse said, 
“and the fishermen are all driving 
Cadillacs.** 
Jesse’s Pa in the old day* used 
to sell 200 pounds of stone^crab 
daily. Now’, during the heights 
of the season, Jesse sells a ton 
of crab every 24 hours. Gour­ 
mets come from all over the 
world to eat 'em because the crab 


are so delicate they cannot be 
shipped easily. 
Occasionally a few are flown 
north, packed in ice and loving 
care. But if you really want to 
enjoy stone ’ crab, you have to 
come to Florida or go to Cuba. 
And, as I said in the beginning, 
I have dedicated myself #to un­ 
earthing the fufl identity of Prof. 
Howard. When I do, Jesse says 
he will erect a life-size statue 
in the lobby to this great bene­ 
factor of mankind and of the 
Weiss clan.

Cut each squash in half length­ 
wise, remove the seeds, rub the 
insides with butter or margarine, 
and bake, cut side down, in a 
moderate oven (375 F.) until ten­ 
der. Remove the pulp from the 
shells, being careful to keep the 
outer shells intact. Mash the pulp 
and combine it with 1 cup of the 
cheese, the salt, sugar and two 
slices of the pineapple cut into 
small pieces. 
Return this mixture to 5 of the 
squash shells. Discard the sixth 
shell. Cut the remaining 5 pine 
apple slices into halves and in 
sert a half-slice wing fashion, at 
each side of the filling, sprinkle 
with paprika and the remaining 
cheese, and bake in a moderate 
oven (350 F.) 15 minutes. Garnish 
with parsley.
